MONTREAL (AP)-A terrorist 
time bomb exploded end seriously 
injured a Canadian army engineer 
trying to disarm it before hun­ 
dreds of spectators in suburban 
Westmount Friday. 
Other bombs deposited over­ 
night in Westmount mail boxes 
went off at intervals, smashing 
windows and startling residents 
over a wide area. 
Sgt. Maj. Walter Holland Leja, 
a 45-year-old combat veteran of 
World War II, was one of the 
army and police specialists rushed 
into the bomb disposal work. He 
had rendered two harmless and 
was working on a third at chest 
level when it detonated. 
He lost his left arm, his face 
was badly injured and doctors are 
fighting to keep him alive, Leja's 
- commanding officer, Col. Joel 
Wolfe, reported. 
An army spokesman first said 
Leja had been killed. 
Four weeks ago a bomb set off 
at a Canadian army recruiting 
station in midtown Montreal killed 
a 65-year-old night watchman. Re­ 
sponsibility was claimed by an 
outlaw separatist organization, Le

Kennan Resigns 
As Ambassador 
To Yugoslavia 


WASHINGTON (AP) - George 
F. Kennan will resign as ambas 
sador to Yugoslavia and return to 
academic life this fall, the White 
House announced Friday. 
Kennan, envoy in Belgrade since 
March 7, 1961, took a leave of 
absence from the Institute for Ad 
vanced Studies at Princeton, N.J., 
to take the ambassadorship. 
The White House said, “no de­ 
cision has been reached with re­ 
spect to Ambassador Kennan's 
successor.** 
Neither was any effective date 
given for Kennan’s resignation. 
The White House simply said Ken­ 
nan “has informed the President 
that he feels it necessary to re­ 
turn this autumn to his academic 
duties.’* 
A former ambassador to the So­ 
viet Union, Kennan is a specialist 
in Soviet affairs. 


Rockefellers Have

Kennedy Plans 
To Pay Call 
On Pope John 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy plans to pay a call 
on Pope John XXIII when he vis­ 
its Italy next month, it was 
learned Friday. 
No date for the meeting has 
been set. But it probably will oc­ 
cur in the week beginning June 
17. 
Informants said they did not 
know whether the meeting would 
take place at the Vatican or at 
Castel Gandolfo, the Pope’s sum­ 
mer residence near Rome. 
In Vatican City, high Vatican 
sources said that Kennedy's meet­ 
ing with Pope John would be in 
the nature of a private audience 
rather than an official visit. 
It will be a very important 
affair,’’ they said. 
There has been considerable 
speculation about whether 
the 
President, who was planning to 
visit Milan and possibly Florence, 
would go to Rome. But the Italian 
capital is now said to be under 
consideration largely because the 
Pope’s health is such that he 
would not want to undertake tra­ 
vel far from the Vatican.

It was said to have 
been read last April 30 to a 
group of more than 200 labor 
representatives from Latin Amer­ 
ica who had been invited to par­ 
ticipate in the May I celebrations 
in Havana. 
Five Latin American countries 
were indicated as

As secondary targets, the plan 
included Argentina, Mexico, Pan­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate Friday passed and sent to 
the House a bill that would re­ 
quire employers to p a y women 
salaries equal to those for men 
if they performed the same work. 
There was no opposition to the 
equal pay for equal work meas­ 
ure. It was passed by voice vote 
after only a few minutes of dis­ 
cussion. 
A similar bill has been ap­ 
proved by the House Labor and 
Public Welfare Committee and 
sponsors predict it will be passed 
by the House. It has administra­ 
tion support. 
The Senate bill would amend 
the 1958 Fair Labor Standards Act 
to provide that there be no wage 
discrimination because of sex “for 
equal work on jobs the perform­ 
ance of which requires equal 
skill, effort and responsibility and 
are 
performed 
under 
similar 
working conditions.” 
It would be administered by the 
wage and hour division of the De­ 
partment of Labor. Sen. Pat Mc­ 
Namara, D-Mich., principal author 
of the bill, said if it becomes law 
the department will require “cau­ 
tious 
step-by-step 
implementa­ 
tion.*’ 


The report that the helicopter 
was shot down was made at a 
meeting of the Joint Military Arm­ 
istice Commission by Maj. Gen. 
Chang Chung-hwan, chief dele­ 
gate of Communist North Korea. 
Chang charged the flight was 
part of the U.S. imperialists’ 
hostile activities in Korea.’’ He 
evaded a request by the U.N.

Maj. Gen. George H. Cloud of 
the U.S. Marines, the senior U.N. 
delegate, told Chang the helicop­ 
ter was on a routine mission, 
strayed over North Korea by er­ 
ror, and asked that the men and 
machines be returned. 
The two pilots were identified 
as Capt. Ben Weakley Stutts and 
Capt. Charleton W. Voltz. 
The Pentagon said Mrs. Stutts 
lives in Florence, Ala.; and Voltz’ 
wife in Frankfort, Mich. 
When Cloud asked Chang about 
the condition of the two pilots the 
North Korean merely smiled and 
would not answer. Nor would he 
agree to a request for another 
commission meeting Saturday to 
discuss the matter. 
A U.N Command spokesman 
estimated 
the 
helicopter 
went 
down about 17 miles northwest of 
Seoul and less than a mile north 
of the northern edge of the de­ 
militarized zone established by the 
1953 armistice agreement. 
The spokesman said the two 
captains were experienced pilots 
familiar with the area. He said 
they were checking identification 
markers along the south side of 
the demilitarized zone, which is 
2 Vi miles wide.

(AP)—Refreshed by IO hours of 
sleep, alert and cheerful Gordon 
Cooper said Friday he was most 
impressed by marvelous views of 
the earth during his 22-orbit space 
flight Wednesday and Thursday. 
From an estimated HO miles up, 
Cooper actually picked out his 
home district of Clear Lake at 
Houston, Texas, he told Dr. Rich 
ard Pollard. 
In the grandeur of the Hima­ 
layas, he could see smoke curling 
from villages as he whirled past 
at 17,500 miles an hour at heights 
from IOO to 166 miles. 
Weather conditions were ideal 
over most of the world, and the 
sights of the United States and 
Asia were especially good, he 
said. 
As he went through checks by 
a medical team that marveled at 
his 
physical 
condition, 
Cooper 
again and again commented on 
the view from space. 
He said he could see all the 
Florida coast and as far north as 
Washington, D.C., or New York. 
He apparently wasn’t sure of the 
city. 
Completely Normal 
The experiment of spotting a 
light in South Africa was success­ 
ful but Cooper said he saw a small 
horseshoe-shaped village nearby 
before he located the light. 
Dr. Pollard reported that Cooper 
Friday was in all respects “a 
completely normal hum an being” 
who showed no ill effects from 
his adventure in weightlessness. 
The reddened eyes and hoarse 
voice which the physicians ob­ 
served after Cooper’s return to 
earth 
Thursday 
afternoon 
had 
cleared. 
These 
symptoms 
had 
been attributed to the oyxgen in 
his Faith 7 capsule. 
His blood pressure and pulse 
were normal. Pressure spots on 
his body, made by his position in 
the capsule and by the construe 
tion of his space suit, had almost 
disappeared. 
The more they examined him, 
the more pleased were the doc­ 
tors. They had anticipated having 
to deal with a man in a fainting 
condition when he first came 
down. 
Can’t Recall Dreams 
The very 
absence 
of after 
effects was emerging as a princi­ 
pal result of the flight, raising 
hopes for eventual manned space 
trips to the moon in this decade. 
Cooper disclosed that during his 
naps aloft he even dreamed, but 
said he could not recall 
dreams. 


At one point, he told his doc­ 
tors, he awoke with a start to 
find his arms outstretched in 
front of him. He had tucked his 
thumbs under his harness straps 
to avoid accidentally flipping a 
control switch in his sleep.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. said 
Friday there have been threats 
of more racial bombings in Bir­ 
mingham this weekend and that 
volunteer Negro guards are being 
place at the homes of Negro 
leaders. 
King said a Negro minister, 
whom he would not identify, re­ 
ceived a telephone warning he 
was next on the bombers’ list 
The integration leader said the 
volunteer guards will take up po­ 
sitions on a 24-hour basis starting 
at sundown. 
Asked why the threat wasn’t 
taken to authorities, 
King ex­ 
plained: 
“We asked for protection from 
the city when we were warned 
(of the bombings) last weekend. 
No protection came, so we de­ 
cided it was useless to make a 
new protest.” 
The home of a Negro leader 
and a motel that serves as a 
meeting place for integration lead­ 
ers were bombed shortly before 
midnight last Saturday, touching 
off a riot in the Negro section 
that lasted until dawn. Buildings 
were burned and scores injured. 
The bombings apparently were 
carried out by whites incensed 
over an integration agreement 
worked out earlier in the week 
between Negro leaders and white 
businessmen. 
Despite the violence, both sides 
agreed during the week to stick 
by the agreement, although King 
said Thursday there were differ- 
ing interpretations on parts of the 
agreement between the two fac­ 
tions. 
King said Negro leaders plan­ 
ned to set up new talks with white 
community 
leaders some time 
next week in an effort to 
out these differences.

Parade, Ceremony 
At White House 
Slated Tuesday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and the nation’s 
capital will pay homage to astro­ 
naut L. Gordon Cooper and his 
“victory for the human spirit” 
next Tuesday with a White House 
ceremony, a parade and hurrahs 
from members of Congress. 
Honors will be bestowed upon 
the quiet spaceman on the 36th 
anniversary of another famous 
flight by an American pilot. On 
May 21. 1927 Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh landed in Paris after the 
first solo non-stop flight across 
the Atlantic. 
Cooper will be received with 
full military honors by the Presi­ 
dent who will award him the Dis­ 
tinguished Service Medal of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
(NASA). It has 
been pinned on the other U.S. 
pilots who went into space. 
More "Breathing Time” 
The Washington reception orig­ 
inally had been planned for Mon­ 
day, but the White House and 
NASA decided to put it off until 
Tuesday to give the astronaut 
“some breathing time.” 
Cooper is being flown from 
Hawaii to Cape Canaveral for a 
Sunday news conference. He will 
enjoy a day of rest in the Florida 
beach country before flying to 
Washington. 
The astronaut and his family 
will travel from Cape Canaveral 
to Andrews Air Force Base out­ 
side Washington in a jet trans­ 
port normally assigned to the 
White House. They will go by 
helicopter to a park south of the 
White House, then motor to the 
executive mansion for a cere­ 
mony in the rose garden. 
Arrangements were being work­ 
ed out for a parade through Wash­ 
ington and perhaps an appear­ 
ance before the House and Sen­ 
ate, many of whose members 
joined the President in praising 
the astronaut. 
President Hails Flight 
The President hailed Cooper’s 
flight shortly after its dramatic 
conclusion as a victory of peace, 
“one of the victories for the hu­ 
man spirit.” 
The White House emphasized 
that the one-day delay in the wel­ 
come here involved no problem 
with Cooper’s physical condition. 
Press secretary Pierre Salinger 
said the astronaut’s schedule was 
too tight and the President want­ 
ed to give him a day of rest. 
There were some similarities 
between the Cooper and the Lind­ 
bergh flights. Both were non-stop 
and the elapsed time was about 
the same. 
Lindbergh, 
then 
a U.S. 
air 
mail pilot, flew from Long Is­ 
land, N.Y., to Paris in 33 hours, 
29 minutes and 30 seconds. Coop­ 
er’s time aloft was 34 hours and 
20 minutes. 
There 
was 
one

difference. Lindbergh flew 3,610 
miles; Cooper logged nearly 600,- 
OOO miles.

ST. LOUIS, Mo, (AP)—A Jesuit 
missionary priest from St. Louis, 
. who thinks more Americans should 
visit the people of Latin America, 
plans to drive a Peace Corps car 
to Honduras this month. 
The Rev. Charles Prendergast, 
a missionary in the province of 
Yoro in Honduras the past seven 
years, thinks his gesture may 
he<p. 
"Let’s hope this little car will 
g A o a lot of good," he said, "in 
cem en tin g 
relations 
with 
our 
Latin-American brothers." 
Father Prendergast says Latin 
Americans respect nations which 
use power. 
"When I say they like power," 
he said, “I cite for example the 
invasion of the Bay of Pigs in 
Cuba. Every child in my school­ 
room lost some respect for the 
United States then, not because 
we 
invaded—but 
because 
we 
failed." 
He feels persons in his mission 
have no more affection for the 
United States than they have for 
Cuba. "While their enthusiasm for 
Cuba may be cooling, there is no 
corresponding rise in their affec­ 
tion for the United States," ho 
said. 
One reason for 
this feeling. 
Father Prendergast said, is that 
Americans who 
live 
in 
Latin 
America—civilians, military and 
State 
Department 
officials—re­ 
main aloof. 
"For example, the people of 
Yoro to my knowledge have never 
seen the American ambassador," 
he said. "For that matter, they 
have seen few people from the 
embassy. We just don’t get around 
to see the right people—the work­ 
ing class." 
He sees some hope in the Peace 
Corps, but admits "it won’t be 
an instantaneous thing. The mem­ 
bers of the Peace Corps in Hon­ 
duras are taken as individuals and 
not as representatives of the pow­ 
erful American government."

Fortunately, tha absurdity of tha situation 
penetrated to sufficiently high levels in Wash­ 
ington to get some action. Now the Treasury 
Department is trying to eliminate some of the 
customs paperwork that caused so much of the 
tourist delay. Starting June I, travelers enter­ 
ing the country with $100 or less in foreign pur­ 
chases will not have to fill out that long declara­ 
tion form. 
They will just identify themselves en a 
card, hand it to their friendly customs inspector, 
and tell him what purchases they’re bringing in. 
The inspector will check to verify the oral 
declaration, and then, presumably with the cus­ 
tomary amile or warm handshake, send them on 
their way. 
For travelers bringing in more than HOO 
in purchases, however, it's the same old form. 
But even here, and already in effect, is a wel­ 
come reform. Now, instead of paying duty based 
on wholesale prices only customs men seemed 
to know, the inbound traveler will pay on the 
retail price, less a 40 per cent discount, lf 
nothing else, it will lessen the suspense for the 
traveler. 
These are heartening indications the gov­ 
ernment is sincere in promising foreign tourists 
real hospitality in the U. S. A. And it’s pleasant 
to discover that this new hospitality at the cus­ 
toms station is for American citizens, too.

Tho Power In The People 


“How do you write a daily column without living 
in Washington? That’s where all the important de­ 
cisions are made?" 
"Come now, you don’t really think that the people 
could get along without Washington controlling the 
business system? What would you do with all the sur­ 
plus population?" 
These are sample questions that a general columnist 
gets, particularly from among the young who have 
studied economics under that generation of college pro­ 
fessors who achieved their academic tenure in the 
Rooseveltlan era. The questions can be answered, but 
I find it takes examples, not deductions from prin­ 
ciples, to make a dent in the opposition. 


Sometimes the example is provided by a bit of 
luck, as happened the other day when an under­ 
graduate from an eastern college was visiting aft 
our house. She was astounded when I insisted in 
the course of a discussion that unemployment Is 
government-made, deriving from such things as 
Washington support of union demands that result 
In labor being priced out of the market. Everything 
I said caused her eyebrows to go up by at least 
an inch. The idea that tax policy can stop invest­ 
ment and so keep job opportunities from being 
created had not been mentioned by her professors, 
and when I brought It up she countered with the 
“tax and spend" purchasing power theory that was 
popular In the Thirties and still haunts the college 
economic curriculum today. 


The efforts to answer theory with counter-theory 
•adod In a complete stalemate. But the next day two 
Old men knocked at the door. They had driven up in a 
beat-up jalopy, and their old clothes were spattered 
with paint. One of them limped. Pointing to our mail­ 
box, which was a little the worse for wear, they 6aid 
they were mailbox painters who would do a good job 
with aluminum paint and nice block lettering for only 
two dollars. 
After they had finished the work of making the 
mailbox glisten like new, we talked a bit. 
It was 
obvious that the men felt trapped in a bureaucratic 
system that made them unemployable by anyone who 
would have to put their names down in a book. Mini­ 
mum wage laws, the necessity of paying them the 
employer-contributed share of social security, the need 
to guarantee union-forced fringe benefits, and other 
such things, militated against the chance that either 
one of the old men would get a permanent job. 
Yet, in traveling around the back country painting 
mailboxes, the old men exhibited a good deal of 
exhilaration. Here they were taking care of themselves 
md making a living. It wasn’t a marvelous living, but 
they had thought up the idea themselves, end they 
talked about it with the pride of free men. 


The effect on the college student was unmistak­ 
able. The old men had done more to make a point 
than all the theory that had been spouted the night 
before. 
Now, the columnist who lives in Washington, 
like the administrators who surround him, does not 
ordinarily run into old men in paint-spattered over­ 
alls who have found a way to keep going on their 
own. It will not do, of course, to make too much 
of the isolated example of the mailbox painters. But 
they will serve as a symbol. And the important 
thing is that they are only one symbol among many. 


Take some recent developments in higher educa­ 
tion, for instance. In Washington they tell you that the 
colleges can’t get along without federal help. But I 
know of at least three instances in which colleges have 
been started from scratch in recent years without a 
penny of federal aid. One of them has staffed a good 
faculty by hiring wide-awake professors who have been 
retired from other colleges. And in some places uni­ 
versities, seeking to give maximum service without 
asking the government for new funds to build class­ 
rooms. have inaugurated a three-semester system, 
keeping open all summer. 
I once lived and worked in Washington, and I still 
go there at intervals. But I have never contracted 
"Potomac fever." I like to live among people who go 
to work in factories. I like smoke and industrial clutter 
and the sight of people taking care of themselves.

WASHINGTON - Behind Adam 
Clayton Powell’s recent speech 
warning of race riots in Washing­ 
ton is a significant chain of cir­ 
cumstances. They add up to the 
fact that if Birmingham-type riots 
do come to the nation's capital, 
the leading Negro newspaper, Af­ 
ro-American, will deserve much of 
the blame. 
For more than a year the Afro- 
American has been publishing the 
type of news conducive to racial 
bitterness. 
"No newspaper has done more 
to hurt better race relations in 
Washington than the Afro," says 
Commissioner John Duncan, the 
first Negro to serve rn the D C. 
Board of Commissioners which 
governs the nation's capital. "The 
Afro has been trying for a year 
to talk up a riot." 
However, it has not succeeded. 
On the contrary, the Negro news­ 
paper has aroused such antagon­ 
ism in the Negro community that 
its advertising has been dropping 
off. 
Washington has probably ironed 
out its racial problems with less 
friction than any other city along 
the edge of the Mason-Dixon line. 
Even before the Supreme Court’s 
school integration decision of April 
1954, approximately §7 areas of 
the community had been integrat­ 
ed. But Negro readers would nev­ 
er know about this from reading 
the Afro-American. 
Because of the paper's empha­ 
sis on racial bitterness, Negro 


The Beginning Of A Demonologies! Revolution 


WASHINGTON 


Like most experts, the profes­ 
sional students of the Soviet Union 
sometimes go wrong; but at all 
times the findings of the new de- 
monologists g r e a t l y influence 
Western policy. Hence the begin­ 
ning of something like a demon­ 
ologies! revolution is well worth 
recording. 
In brief, more and more of the 
Soviet experts, including some 
who are very highly placed in the 
U. S. governments, are moving to­ 
wards the view that the Soviet 
armed forces now play a major 
role in the inner-politics of the 
Kremlin. 
The probably impending promo­ 
tion of Dimitri F. Ustinov to mem­ 
bership in the ruling Soviet Pre­ 
sidium is a new case in point. Be­ 
fore he emerged from obscurity 
as boss of all Soviet industrial 
production and one of the three 
Deputy Premiers, Ustinov had 
served the Soviet armed forces, 
without a day's interruption since 
as long ago as 1940. 
Arms production for the armed 
forces was his sole job before his 
recent promotion. He has had no 
previous party past. Hence Ustin­ 
ov's nomination to the Presidium, 
if it occurs, will be roughly com­ 
parable to the new Air Force's 
persuading President Kennedy to 
take the head of the Boeing Com­ 
pany as one of his principal politi­ 
cal aides. 
In other words, it is difficult 
to dodge the conclusion that Us­ 
tinov will have the role of the 
Soviet Defense Ministry’s repre­ 
sentative on the Presidium. That 
conclusion fits neatly with another 
curious fact. 
The Soviet Defense Minister, 
Marshal 
Rodion 
Malinkovsky, 
who is not a Presidium member, 
nonetheless attended all the Sov­ 
iet leaders’ meetings with Fidel

Castro, even though the most im­ 
portant meetings were otherwise 
restricted to Nikita S. Khrushchev 
and two other Presidium mem­ 
bers, Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
Alexei N. Kosygin. This sudden 
omnipresence of Malinovsky also 
fits, in turn, with still another 
fact that is even more curious. 
While in Indonesia, Malinovsky 
is known to have shown grave con­ 
cern, lest he meet the fate of 
Marshall Georgi Zhukov on his re­ 
turn to the Soviet Union. If Malin­ 
ovsky had not been asserting him­ 
self politically, as Zhukov did be­ 
fore his downfall, why should ho 
have feared Zhukov’s fate? 
In truth, the weight of the facts 
is very heavy on the side of the 
new 
t r e n d of demonologies! 
thought. It is a revolutionary trend, 
simply because all but the tiniest 
minority of students of Soviet af­ 
fairs have always believed, hither­ 
to, that the armed forces had no 


political role or influence what­ 
ever. This was true, of course, 
when the Soviet military leaders, 
like every other element in Sov­ 
iet society, were frozen into silent, 
unarguing obedience by Stalin’s 
terror. 
In reality, the demonological 
belief of the Soviet armed forces’ 
divorce from politics ceased to 
be valid soon after Stalin died. In 
the subsequent struggle for power. 
the successive upward steps of 
Khrushchev were exactly paral­ 
leled by the rise of Marshal Zhu­ 
kov. While Khrushchev climbed to 
supreme power, Zhukov rose from 
Deputy Minister of Defense (to 
which he returned from exile as 
soon as Stalin died), to Defense 
Minister, to candidate member of 
the Presidium, to full member of 
the Presidium after he had saved 
Khrushchev from the anti-party 
group in 1957.

But this macabre 
end of the story in no way dilutes 
the evidence that Zhukov, repre­ 
senting the armed forces, was a 
major factor in Khrushchev's rise 
from the very outset of the suc­ 
cession crisis. 
It seems more and more prob­ 
able that there was another in­ 
ner-political crisis in the Kremlin 
this winter — a crisis in which the 
armed forces were once again a 
major factor, temporarily sup­ 
porting the now-stricken Frol Koz­ 
lov in opposition to Khrushchev. 
It 
also 
seems 
probable 
that 
Khrushchev paid a heavy price 
to retain control of the situation, 
including agreement to the large 
increase in Soviet defense spend­ 
ing which is now generally fore­ 
cast. 
Even those demonologists who 
have reluctantly begun to concede 
a political role to the Soviet 
armed forces are not of course 
talking about the militarization of 
Soviet society. They are merely 
arguing that the Soviet military 
have considerable political weight 
—political weight which may be­ 
come decisive when the party 
leadership is divided, and it is 
cast into one side of the balance 
or the other. 
Even so, the concession now be­ 
ing made is both major and chill­ 
ing. It is chilling, in particular, 
because each new crisis of succes­ 
sion will give the Soviet military 
a new opportunity to exploit their 
political weight by backing one of 
the contenders, as Zhukov backed 
Khrushchev. 
This cannot happen very often 
without tending towards militari­ 
zation. Hence what happens when 
Khrushchev goes — and he is 69 
and overweight — will be most in­ 
teresting to watch.

Chief purpose of the dinner was to 
win back Negro support and es­ 
pecially advertising It was here 
that Powell made his rabble-rous­ 
ing speech warning of "one of th* 
worst race riots in the history of 
America" unless racial tensions 
are removed in Washington. 
The dinner honoring Stone had 
the partial effect of restoring 
some advertising to the Afro. Carl 
Shipley, D. C. Republican chair­ 
man. persuaded some advertisers 
to return. He considers the Afro- 
American a great asset for the 
COP. 
Other advertisers which 
have stuck with the Afro are Pep- 
si-Cola, Esso. Studebaker, Sea­ 
grams, and Schenley. 
Meanwhile, the Afro-American 
Is still playing up news of th* 
Black Muslims almost as if Stone 
were a member, still excoriating 
the first Negro commissioner in 
history, John Duncan, and still 
fanning the flames of racial preju­ 
dice.

PARIS 
J. P. Miller, who wrote one of 
the best of the old "Playhouse 
90" originals, "Days of Wine and 
Roses,” which later became a 
movie, is in Paris working on a 
screenplay. 
"I’m trying to become a film- 
wright," he told me. "I’m going 
to stay on at my own expense and 
watch Fred Winneman direct and 
produce ’Behold a Pale Horse’ be­ 
cause I want to find out how to 
do those things. I invented that 
word filmwright. Because there 
ought to be a word for it, but ac­ 
tually there are some filmwrights 
already. Fellini in Rome. That 
Swedish fellow — what his name?" 
(Ingmar Bergman.) " Billy Wilder 
is one. And among the younger 
ones — Bill Brooks. He’s a hell of 
a fellow, Bill Brooks. I don’t want 
to write a film. I want to make 
it.” 
I said that this was the endless 
plaint of the writer in Hollywood. 
I had just finished reading S. J. 
Perelman’s magnificent diatribe 
against Hollywood in "Writers at 
Work (“Hideous . . . untenable 
. . . unspeakable . . . dreary in­ 
dustrial town controlled by hood­ 
lums of enormous wealth, the eth­ 
ical sense of a pack of jackals, 
and taste so degraded that it be­ 
fouled everything it touched") 
"That’s so old-fashioned," com­ 
plained Miller. "I rail more at 
the carcinoginous atmosphere now 
than the working conditions. The 
damned air there is a correspon­ 
dence course in lung cancer. In 
my day, I’ve blistered Hollywood 
just as thoroughly as Perelman. 
But I’ve decided that Hollywood 
gets less painful the more you’re 
accepted there. Actually, I go out 
there to see all my old New York 
friends.” 
I said that a writer’s lot, or at 


least bls social position, had Im­ 
proved 
since Perelman’s day. 
“No, it hasn't," sad Miller sadly 
"A writer in Hollywood it like a 
mistress. He’s necessary, but he'a 
not mentioned. They like to avoid 
the fact that those words coming 
out of some beautiful actress'! 
mouth were ever just words on 
paper. But writers have asked for 
it. They’ve been snooty about 
making pictures." 
Miller said he thought that if 
a writer cared about his work be 
ought to care about what happens 
to it. "Some of our classiest 
movie directors, ike Zinneman, 
are not writers. Their secret is to 
make the material their own. Ev­ 
ery twist and turn of it — or they 
won’t play.” 
I asked him if he disliked what 
directors did to his work. "Some­ 
times I like it. Sometimes I dis­ 
like it. But that's not the point 
It's lonely up in that cubicle writ­ 
ing. 
"I don’t like not being part of it. 
I’m not really interested just in 
putting words on a piece of paper. 
I want to make a film—the whole 
bit. They’re having all the fun of 
the thing. I’m in a cell like a 
monk in a cubicle. 
"Anyway, I think I can direct 
and produce as well as they can. 
A playwright controls his script. 
They can't do a thing without hit 
permission. Why can’t a film­ 
wright. It’s not a new idea, but 
the writers don’t follow through 
on it. The few that have done it— 
Fellini, Brooks. Bergman, Wilder 
—have done extra-ordinary films 
and they’re all extraordinary men. 
" I see writers after a screening 
of their scripts. They tell me: the 
director has missed all the points. 
My point is: why weren’t they 
there?"

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NBC Readies More Soviet Film

On Tuesday, May 21 (at 9:30 
p. rn.) you can see NBC News­ 
man 
Frank 
Bourgholzer walk 
confidently up to the Spasski 
Gate of the Kremlin, open the 
door and walk right past the 
guards into the Kremlin. And no. 
the footage doesn’t stop there 
. . . it starts there! 
Of ail the recent “inside” visits 
this surely takes the cake as the 
most astounding . . . for never 
before have foreign camera crew's 
been permitted inside the Krem­ 
lin: in fact it wasn’t even open to 
the Russian public until 1957. 
Furthermore NBC got to many 
places that are still off-limits to 
the Russians. 
What were the magic words 
that open-sesameed this impreg­ 
nable fortress and kept up Soviet 
cooperation for the “Kremlin” 
filming even as Soviet grumbling 
was rising over other NBC docu­ 
mentaries? Well the magic words 
seem to be “Lucy Jarvis.” The 
good looking brunette, with a 
never - but - never - take-no-for-an- 
answer outlook is NBO Coordina­ 
tor of Special Programs. She de­ 
veloped 
the 
idea 
then 
spent 
months in Moscow negotiating for 
final permission then took on the 
role of associate producer when 
clearance came through. 
“The Kremlin,” says Mrs. Jar­ 
vis, “is the symbol of the land of 
Communism but the basic sym­ 
bolism runs far deeper. It was 
here that all the Czars were 
crowned and it was to the Krem­ 
lin (a 40-block long complex of 
palaces, churches and museums* 
that Lenin returned the seat of 
government.” The NBC documen­ 
tary will recreate in the actual 
settings historical events from 
the Kremlin’s beginning as a 
stockade through the period of 
the Czars to its modern role as 
part museum and part Soviet 
government headquarters. 
No dry little room-to-room tour 


this. 
The 
Napoleonic 
invasion 
(still a touchy subject in present- 
day Russia) has been simulated 
in the actual setting. NBC was 
even permitted to fire an ancient 
cannon (in Red Square, in the 
middle of the night, no less). 
Mrs. Jarvis landed in Moscow 
in June 1962 to a gala welcome 
by Russian news officials. It was 
a case of bread cast upon the 
water returning many-fold; for a 
year earlier she had invited Rus­ 
sian radio and television repre­ 
sentatives to appear in the Unitd 
States on a program she was 
producing and it was then that 
she had first broached the idea 
of a Kremlin visit. 
“I arrived on a 10-day visa.” 
she recalls, “and it was renewed 
and renewed for exactly five 
months.” Though everything was 
courteous the wait between steps 
seemed interminable. Two months 
had gone by and then “I got an 
invitation to a party I knew 
Khrushchev would be attending 
and I rushed off to buttonhole 
him. I’d gone all the way up 
through the line of authority until 
he was the only one left. For the 
first few minutes he corrected 
my 
Russian 
grammar 
(shed 
wisely had the foresight to study 
the language) then he listened to 
my request for getting on with 
our Kremlin filming.” After hear­ 
ing out the pretty brunette he 
smiled and with a wave of the 
hand assured her, “Yes, yes, the 
permission is yours.” Two days 
later she was invited to the cru­ 
cial committee meeting. “Per­ 
mission had indeed been grant­ 
ed.” she said, “and we signed 
the contracts.” 
“Once inside what impressed 
you most?” Lucy Jarvis, looking 
a little like a fuller-faced Rosa­ 
lind Russell didn’t hesitate a 
second. “The lavishness, the ab­ 
solute l a v i s h n e s s . Versailles 
seems simplicity itself against 
the gold and jewels of the Czars, 


gold walls, gold and more gold. 
Unbelievably 
rich 
icons 
and 
jewelled altars. The richness is 
astounding.” 
Something else impressed her, 
too. For the Soviet era, she ex­ 
plained, the pageant treatment 
focused on Lenin’s apartment. 
“While I was there,” she said, 
“I sneaked a look at Lenin’s tele­ 
phone pad. Everything is left 
exactly as it was when he was 
alive. He had Trotsky’s number 
listed . . . but not Stalin’s.” 
“Surely you encountered a little 
difficulty in this shrine of the 
modern Soviet, the Lenin apart­ 
ments?” I double-checked. “No. 
Once negotiations were completed 
there were absolutely no restric­ 
tions whatever. We were even 
using a new kind of Ektachrome 
color film for which there were 
no developing facilities in the 
Soviet Union, and they let us ship 
out our unexposed negative for 
developing.” 
How did this goodwill work out­ 
side of working hours? By now, 
one must realize Lucy Jarvis 
knows how to get along and make 
people like it. How? “Well, they 
were running all six of their ele­ 
vators as locals. I suggested run­ 
ning three locals to the lith floor 
and the other three express. At 
first they wren’t going to try it, 
thought I was joking because I 
lived on the lith floor. But finally 
they w'ere convinced and it work­ 
ed like a charm. 
Wonder if 
they’re still doing it?” 
She also won some friends with 
brownies. “They had lots of deli­ 
cacies of their own, but brownies 
were different. Curiosity was so 
great I practically rationed every 
batch I baked.” 
Why did it take two months to 
get that permission? Well, as a 
Russian general told her, “If we 
Russians said we wanted to photo­ 
graph everything in your White 
House don’t you think it would 
raise some questions.”
